Packer Says This Will Be

CHICAGO, Dec. 29 (UP)—The 
American Meat Institute predict- 
ed yesterday that each American 
will get 12 pounds less meat in 
1948 than he ate this year. 

John F. Krey, chairman of the 
board of directors, said this year's 
meat production totaled 23,200,- 
000,000 pounds, He estimated next 
year’s production at 21,500,000,000 
pounds,

ATHENS, Dec. 29 (AP)—Gov- 
ernment sources announced today 
that a brigade of reinforcing Greek 
troops had fought its way through 
guerrilla lines and entered the 
hard-pressed city of Konitsa near 
the Albanian frontier. 

The relief column was believed 
to be a part of the forces which 
the Government announced yes- 
terday had been hurled into an 
offensive to smash the guerrilla 
drive on Konitsa, apparently 
sought as a capital for the inde- 


pendent Communist “state” recent- 
‘ly proclaimed by insurgent leader 
Gen. Markos Vafiades. 

(The United Press quoted a 
Greek general staff spokesman as 
saying that about one-fourth of 
the guerrillas fighting Govern- 
ment forces in northwestern 
Greece had been sent from Al- 
bania and Yugoslavia and another 
10 to 12 per cent from Bulgaria. 
He said three-fourths of the guer- 
rilla light armament came from 
the countries north of Greece, as 
Well as all the heavy armament.)

ARAB THRONG AT 
DAMASCUS GATE 


Attackers Set Off Ex- 
plosives in Crowded 
Street, Machine Gun 
Bus—12 Arabs, 2 Brit- 
ons, a Jew Lose Lives. 


JERUSALEM, Dec. 29 (AP)—At 
least 12 Arabs, two British con- 
stables and one Jew were killed in 
a clash at Jerusalem's historic 
Damascus gate today after Jews 
had set off explosives and sprayed 
an Arab bus with machine gun 
bullets. 

Police at the scene said the me- 
lee started when the occupants of 


into a crowded street near the 
massive stone gate and machine 
gunned an Arab bus preparing to 
leave for the all-Arab town of 
Nablus, killing 12 Arabs, 

The police said two carloads of 
Arabs chased the fleeing taxi and 
overhauled it a mile away, where 
they killed one Jew and wounded 
another. The Arabs then brought 
the taxi back to Damascus gate 
where they set it afire. 

Two British constables trying to 
restore order among the enraged 
Arabs were killed in attempting 


to put out the blaze. 


Barrel of Explosives. 
(The United Press reported the 
Jews rolled a tar barrel full of 
explosives from the taxi into the 
crowded market place, and said 
the Arab dead included three 
women and a child. The dispatch 
said authorities attributed the bold 


the assault to the Irgun Zvai Leumi’s 


“black squad,” exacting reprisals 
for Arab attacks. 

(Armored cars swarmed to the 
scene after the explosion, the Unit- 
ed Press said, and 32 Arabs were 
wounded as Arabs in the milling 
crowd, armed with everything from 
pistols to machine guns, fired 
haphazardly in all directions.)

Band Gets Arms in Raid. 

An armed band, believed to be 
Jewish, raided the British Army’s 
Tel Litwinsky camp near Tel 
Aviv, killed one British soldier and 
fled with a large number of guns. 
The attackers, who wore battle 
dress and steel helmets, entered 
the camp by cutting through 
barbed wire barricades. Police 
said they attacked the armory 
under cover of heavy fire. The 
raiders’ loot was said to have in- 
cluded 74 rifles, seven Sten guns 
and 3000 rounds of ammunition. 

In Bethlehem, an Arab doctor 
who headed the Government men- 
tal hospital was shot to death in 
the Ibhasi quarter not far from 
the Church of the Nativity. 

EarHer, a Jewish civilian was 
fatally wounded by a bomb thrown 
at the National Bus Co. offices 
near Barclay’s Bank, and an Arab 
corporal of the Trans-Jordan fron- 
tier police was killed during a 
machine gun attack on a supply 
convoy in northern Galilee. Three 
other Arab troopers were wounded 
in the convoy attack.

WALLACE MAY 
ENTER’48 RACE I 
SPEECH TONIGHT 


He Is Expected to Charge 
Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats With Being ‘War’ 
Parties. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
Henry A. Wallace comes to his 
hour of decision tonight. 

Latest reports to the Democrat- 


ic high command are that Wal- 
lace will enter the presidential 
race in his radio speech from Chi- 
cago at 9:30 p.m, (St. Louis time), 
contending that both major par- 
ties have become “war” parties 
and that the only road to peace 
lies in developing a new policy 
toward Soviet Russia. 

Wallace will speak under the 
auspices of the Progressive Citi- 
zens of America, which is spark- 
ing the third party movement. It 
was organized Dec. 29, 1946, 
through merger of several liberal 
political groups. 

(Lyle Wilson, United Press writ- 
er, said that Wallace was expected 
to threaten to form a third party 
unless President Truman changes 
Administration foreign policy, es- 
pecially toward Russia.) 

Republicans, confident that Wal- 
lace can command some so-called 
left-wing votes which otherwise 
would go to Truman, would wel- 
come his entry. 

Sparkman’s View. 

Senator Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, said- the Wallace entry may 
not do Truman any political dam- 
age in the long run.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 Brig. 
Gen. Wallace H. Graham, Presi- 
dent Truffian’s personal physician, 
is the son of an old family friend 
of the President, Dr. J. W. Graham 
of Kansas City. Gen, Graham and 
his father shared responsibility in 
attending the President's mother 
during her last illness this year. 

Gen. Graham, then a colonel, 
was summoned to Potsdam in 
August 1945, by Brig. Gen. Harry 
Vaughan, the President’s military 
aide, and there for the first time 
met Truman, who was attending 
a Big Four conference, He was 
questioned then about his avail 
ability for the post of White 


House physician. : 


In September of that year, at 
the age of 35, he was appointed a 
brigadier general and designated 
the White House physician. In 
that capacity he has a ground- 
floor office at the White House 
and sees the President daily. He 
is a companion of Truman on the 
President's trips away from Wash- 
ington, , 


Truman has deen : exceedingly 
fond of his personal physician and 
has gone out of his way to speak 
well of him to others. 


Gen. Graham's military. career 
began when he was commissioned 
a first lieutenant in the Medical 
Corps Reserve following his grad- 
uation from the Medical School 


of Creighton University in 1936.’ 


He was called to active duty in 
April 1941. After service at vari- 
ous military establishments in this 
country he was sent to England 
in 1944 as a lieutenant colonel. 


‘He participated in the Nor- 
mandy invasion as chief of sur- 
gical services for an evacuation 
hospital and later was attached 
to an airborne division which en- 
countered heavy fighting around 
Nijmegen and in the Battle of the 
Bulge. Gen, Graham was slightly 
wounded at Nijmegen.

Our leading exponent of the push- 
button age, I guess, is President 
Truman, It is strictly involuntary 


—every time somebody invents 
something tricky, he ships a 
sample to the President. 

The President's kitchen is lit- 
tered with electrical machinery. 
He has the finest television set in 
Washington, a one-way wrist- 
watch radio transmitter, an auto- 
matic movie projector, radios of 
all sizes and shapes, an assortment 
of electric razors, heat lamps, sun 
lamps, a steam generator for his 
gymnasium, an electric news tick- 
er, electric-eye burglar alarms and 
other apparatus with dials and 
push buttons too numerous to 
mention outside an engineering 
laboratory. 

The lamps in his office not only 


give out light, but also invisible 
rays which are quick death to 


germs. The President’s doctor, 
Brig. Gen. Wajlace Graham, says 
the number of germs in Truman’s 
office has been lowered 62 per 
cent, 

Gen. Graham said the germs 
were thickest on press conference 
days, because then 150 persons 
crowd around Truman’s desk and 
some of them are likely to have 
the sniffles. The two overhead 
lamps slaughter germs wholesale, 

Gen. Graham is figuring on put- 
ting the anti-germ lights in the 
East room, the Blue room, and the 
other chambers where the Presi- 
dent holds a number of solrees 
every winter for diplomats, Su- 
preme Court Justices, members of 
Congress and other bigwigs. The 
lights will be concealed and no 
ambassador extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary will realize that 
he’s being gone over scientifically 
for germs before he shakes the 
presidential hand.

Jet Fighter Squadron in Alaska . 
For Six Months’ Arctic Training 


‘Mass Tactical Operation’ by High-Speed 
Warplanes Announced by Air Force— 
Force Based at Ladd Field. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
The Air Force has put an entire 
jet fighter squadron into Alaska 
“for the first mass tactical opera- 
tion” of the high speed warplanes 
in the Arctic outpost. 

It said yesterday the 94th Squad- 
ron of fighters had arrived 
at Ladd Field, near Fairbanks, to 
begin six months’ training opera- 
tions. A * squadron usually 
is composed of about 24 aircraft. 

The assignment of the 94th for 
the long training period in the 
Arctic apparently is in line with 
the Air Force program of combin- 
ing training with garrisoning of 
the strategic northern defense 
area, 

By rotating crews and airplanes 
in units of squadrons on training 
assignments in the north, the Air 
Force is able to maintain an in- 
terim defense system, pending the 
time when the permanent organi- 
zation reaches its full (but unan- 
nounced) strength in Alaska, For 
the last year, B-29 units as well 
as fighter squadrons have been 
given training assignment in 
Alaska to familiarize air and 
ground crews with problems there, 

Commanded by Lt. Col. Donald 
E. Hillman of Seattle, the 94th 
Squadron is a unit of the tactical 
air command's ist fighter group 
(a group is composed of three 
— based at Marsh Field, 

a * 


Because the planes will en- 
counter temperatures ranging 
down to 65 degrees below zero, 
they have been given special “win- 
terization” treatment. 

The Air Force did not expand 
its reference to the “first mass 
tactical operation of jet aircraft 
in the Arctic.” However, it may 
be assumed that in addition to the 
training for air and ground crews 
in servicing and flying more than 
‘a score of jet planes in Arctic 


cold, those responsible for strat- 
egy will have a definite interest in 
the operations,

Russia Complains U.S. Planes Fly 
Over Kuriles, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
Russian aircraft were reported to- 
day to have flown over American- 
occupied Japan and Korea numer- 
ous times without prior authori- 
zation. 

Diplomatic officials disclosed 
this today in commenting on a 
Russian protest to the State 
Department against alleged Amer 
can flights over the Soviet-hel@ 
Kurile islands off Japan. 

Officials described the Russian 
note as one of many received 
monthly by the State Department 
about such matters. These notes 
are considered so fmsignificant, 
they said, they are referred to 
American commanders on the spot 
for possible action. 

The Russian planes which these 
officials said flew illegally over 
American territory in the Far 
East included transport planes 
which veered from the course as 
signed them in their regular 
flights from Siberia to Tokya, 
These flights are allowed by Gen.

Mass Housing, Not $10,000 Homes, 
Is City’s Big Need, Says Mayor 


Kaufmann Asserts Efforts Will Go On for 
Low Rental Projects Backed by 
Insurance Companies. 


The major housing need of St. 
Louis “is not $10,000 and $20,000 
homes but low-rental mass hous- 
ing projects,“ Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann asserted today. To this 
end, he stated, the city will con- 
tinue its efforts to interest insur- 
ance companies and other large 
investors in mass housing devel- 
opments here. 
The Mayor outlined the city’s 
housing problems at a press con- 
ference in commenting on state- 
ments made by George C. Smith, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and Joseph F. Holland, 
banker. Smith had pointed out 
the acute housing shortage was 
serving to discourage new indus- 
tries from locating here, and Hol- 
land had emphasized the need for 
prompt and decisive action to ex- 
pan rental housing facilities. 
“High prices of building mate- 
rials and labor and failure of the 
State Legislature to enact legis- 
lation providing tax exemption for 
mass housing projects have been 
retarding factors,” the Mayor 
stated. 

“Housing for the middle-income 
groups provides a challenge and a 
magnificent opportunity for pri- 
vate enterprise to demonstrate its 
ability to provide adequately the 


prime necessities of life,” he con- 
tinued, adding that public hous- 


ing must be the eventual solution 
if private enterprise cannot cope 
with the task. 

In providing for the lowest in- 
come groups, the Mayor stated 
“some sort of Government assist- 
ance” will be needed for slum 
clearance and housing projects. 

Smith expressed the conviction 
that Government housing drives 
private enterprise out of the field. 
“We are on a sufficiently perma- 
nent high-price level to justify go- 
ing ahead with construction now,” 
he stated. “The probability is that 
interest rates will go up, so there 
is not much point in waiting to 
build later.” 

In view of the housing shortage, 
Smith said, “the only recourse” 
for expanding the city now is to 
locate new industries in other 
towns in the immediate St. Louis 
trade area. This has been done 
in a number of cases, with the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce help- 
ing to locate new industries in 
towns as far distant as Cape Gi- 
rardeu and Poplar Bluff. “We ex- 
pand our own economy thereby,” 
he said. 

Holland suggested that St. Louis 
invite Robert Moses! New York 
civic planning expert, to come 
here and assist in development of 
housing plans.

NEW YORK, Dec, 20 (UP)—A new handicap system based on a 
numerical rating for each course was advocated today by the United 


States Golf Association, 


The system, originally developed 
by the Massachusetts Golf Asso- 
ciation, carries tableg which can 
be used to compute the handicap 
of any golfer on a rated course. 
Regional golf associations were 
urged by the USGA to set up im- 
mediately machinery to rate the 
courses in their areas and assign 
handicaps to the players on these 
courses. - 

The new plan would disregard 
the present parts in its commuta- 
tion, and instead rate each course 
on the basig of its difficulty for 
what is described as a “scratch 
golfer.” 4 

The USGA says its “scratch golf. 
er“ must be able to drive 200 
yards, hit midiron shots a mini- 
mum of 180 to 185 yards and nib- 
licks 100 to 110 yards. 

The “scratch” golfer’s perform- 
ance for 10 rounds on the course, 
plus such considerations as play- 
ing length, topography, the pre- 
vailing wind conditions, etc., will 
give each hole a rating. A par 
four may be rated 3.9 or 4.2 by the 
regional association's committee; 
the course rating is the total of 
the hole ratings, carried to the 
nearest number. Thus, a 71.1 total 
would give the course a 71, a 71.5 
or a 71.8 would give the course a 


The individual player’s rating 
for the course would he based on 
10 rounds for the past year or sea- 
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son. Tis total strokes for all 
rounds are totaled, and used as a 
basic figure through which he 
computes his handicap from the 
USGA table. . 

A player who totaled 689 to 649 
strokes in 10 rounds on a course 
rated 67 would be a scratch golf- 
er. Totals from 650 to 660 give 
the player a one-stroke handicap. 
Totals from 661 to 671 give him 
two strokes, and so on down the 
line, with 36 the maximum han- 
dicap allotted. 

There are separate tables for 
medal play and match play, but 
85 per cent of the time each play- 
er will have the same handicap 
in both tables. 

The USGA will not put the sys- 
tem into operation, but instead 
suggests that the regional golf aa- 
sociations pick up the ball. How- 
er, the national organization will 
supply the tables.

2. Whether to ask Congress to 
pledge military backing to the 
Athens Government beyond the 
June 30 deadline for the current- 
assistance venture—part of the 
$400,000,000 Greek-Turkish pro- 
gram launched earlier this year. 

Sentiment Reported Divided. 
Greece is one of the 16 western 
European countries looking to the 
Marshall plan for long range re- 
covery help. But that, multi-billion 
dollar project contemplates no out- 
lays for arms. 

Official sentiment is divided on 
whether to ask Congress to make 
up the diverted funds by special 
action or rely for this on Greece’s 
ultimate share in the Marshall 
plan. 

The whole problem is due to be 
dumped inta Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall’s lap as soon 
as he returnssfrom his holiday 
visit to Pinehurst, N.C. Marshall 
then will lay his recommendatfons 
before President Truman. 

If what appears to be the Pre- 
vailing State Department view is 
accepted, any move-by Russia’s 
Balkan satellites to recognize the 
new rump state proclaimed by the 
guerrillas will bring early Ameri- 
can action to bulwark the Greek 
Army.

A major Republican figure 


who has a real chance for the nomination and yet sincerely does not 


want it is as rare as a child who 


dislikes candy, yet the impression 


exists in Washington that Vandenberg has been quite sincere in his 


disclaimers. 

A final item of evidence is now 
available which inescapably sug- 
gests that if the Presidential bee 
ever occupied the Vandenberg 
bonnet, it has now been firmly ex- 
pelled. 

There is good reason to believe 
that Vandenberg will soon bow 
out as Michigan’s favorite son, 
thus destroying his own major 
litical asset as a potential candi- 
date for the Republican nomina- 
tion. 

According to present plans, in 
the next few weeks Vandenberg 
will write a letter to Michigan’s 
Gov. Kim Sigler, and through him 
to the Michigan Republican or- 
ganization. The letter *will thank 
the Michigan Republicans for 


their past loyalty, but it will em- P 


phasize that he is not a candidate 
for the nomination. And although 
in the last three conventions Van- 
denberg has been Michigan’s fav- 
orite son, the letter will suggest

Not To Run For Senate. 


Dignified silence on Vanden- 
berg’s part would insure a solid 
Vandenberg delegation from 
Michigan at the Republican Con- 
vention in June. Such a solid dele- 
gn might conceivably serve as 

a stepping stone to higher things. 
Thus the only reasonable conclu- 
sion is that Vandenburg has in 
fact decided that the White House 
holds no attractions for him. 


It is an important decision.

Wayne Coy and the FCC 

The appointment of Wayne Coy, an able ad- 
ministrator, to the chairmanship of the Federal 
Communications Commission, looks like a hope- 
ful choice. Mr. Coy has accumulated a rich and 
varied. experience in federal office during the 
last eight years, which should prove valuable to 
the commission. Moreover, he is a progressive, 
and as such may at least work toward stemming 
a trend which is evident nowadays in the FCC. 

The present trend seems to be toward con- 
servatism and ind such as at- 
tend the growth of many Government regulatory 
bodies, notably the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, which through the years has moved 
away from the people it was supposed to protect 
and toward the industry it was supposed to 
regulate.

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A Dangerous Course 
Article V of the Constitution says, “No person 
shall be held to answer for a capital, or other- 
wise infamous crime, unless on a presentment or 


indictment of a grand jury.” Article VI says. 


“the accused shall enjoy the right... to be con- 
fronted with the witnesses against him.” 

It is, of course, an “infamous crime” to be 
disloyal to one's country. Yet according to the 
rules announced by the Government's Loyalty 
Review Board it will be possible, in effect, for 
a citizen to be convicted of disloyalty by an ad- 
ministrative tribunal, without a grand jury in- 
dictment or trial by his peers and without be- 
ing confronted by his accusers. 

Chairman Seth W. Richardson of the Loyalty 
Review Board himself says, “A charge of dis- 
loyalty to the Government is a perfectly terrible 
charge,” carrying a lasting stigma. Yet he is 
willing for this stigma to be imposed on Ameri- 
can citizens without the protection of their con- 
stitutional rights. | 

In a police state, where it is considered better 
for 99 innocent people to be convicted rather 


than for one guilty person to go free, this pro- 


_ cedure would make sense. In the United States, 
where the passion for individual justice survives, 
it makes no sense at all. 

For the ancient Anglo-Saxon right of the ac- 
cused to confront his accuser, this procedure 
would substitute the word of stool pigeons, politi- 
cal procurers, curriers of political favor and ma- 
licioug gossips. For the protection of a court 
trial, it would substitute the fiat of bureaucratic 
tribunal. For the guaranties of the Bill of 
Rights, it would substitute the dangers of a Ges- 
tapo. 

To meet the objection of lack of non-confronta- 
tion with source-witnesses, the board has out- 
lined an elaborate hearing and review procedure. 
But this right is so basic to our system of lib- 
erty that there can be no substitute for it, 
The board ‘justifies its stand on the ground 
that the Government has as much right as a pri- 
vate employer “to discharge for reasons which 
seem sufficient,” and without hearing. This is a 

, false premise, In the first place; it denies the 
whole fact and purpose of the civil service law. 
It also overlooks the public stewardship and re- 
sponsibility.of Government service. 

If a Government department or bureau is to 
‘have the right to throw out employes without 
public hearing and because of disagreement on 
political issues, then the Government may ex- 
pect to retain the services chiefly of persons of 
slight character or conviction, who will change 
their opinions as readily as they change their 
clothes.

A piece of good news from the local cultural 
front was the announcement that the Morse 
Players are to be. revived—primarily for the 
production of plays by local writers. This hardly 
is the knell of doom for the Broadway-dominated 
commercial stage. Nor is it the ringing promise 
of a renaissance in the American theater. Nev- 
ertheless, the fact remaihs that any art will dry 
out if there is no grass-roots life in it. And the 
Morse Players represent just such life. 

As amateurs unburdened by heavy production 
expenses and playing to small, sympathetic au- 
diences, they can afford to experiment. They 
can take plays that are lesa than perfect and, 
by mounting them, give the playwright and all 
others involved that experience out of which 
competence grows. And this does not imply by 
any means that their efforts will not be worth 
the seeing. The chances are that enthusiasm will 
lift their average effort fairly high. 

Painting and music — below the Symphony 
level—are not practiced by world-famous 
artists in St. Louis just now, and yet they en- 
joy a lively and deserved public interest. In 
art as in nature, many seeds must be sown to 
produce one perfect plant. But the energy and 
the effort that go into the quest for perfection 
are in themselves rewarding. Se good luck to 
the venture, and may it exceed even the hopes 
of those most interested in it. 
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Mr. Hale's Resignation 
Rumors of dissension on the staff of the New 
Republic have produced at least one concrete re- 
sult, namely, the resignation of William Harlan 
Hale, one of the top editors. Apparently, Mr.

In accepting Henry Wallace as its editor, the 
New Republic has done itself constderable dam- 
age. For many years, it was one of America’s 
most valuable publications, It never had a real- 
ly large circulation, but its influence was very 


' great. It has published many distinguished ar- 


ticles and was noted for independence, integri- 
ty and its forward-looking policies. 

Now, it is regarded as a tail to Henry Wallace’s 
kite, and agtrange kite it is. Mr. Wallace has 
many fine qualities but his judgment is atrocious. 
As Secretary of Commerce, he made a speech at 
Madison Square Garden, at a time of the most 
delicate negotiations with the Soviet. Union, that 
bitterly embarrassed the Administration. Mr. 
Truman was compelled to call for his resigna- 
tion. 

Since then, Mr, Wallace has become closely 

identified with the Communists, though his own 

country is engaged in a world-wide diplomatic 
duel with the Soviet Union. If he announces his 
candidacy for President tonight and continues 
his editorship of the New Republic, that once 
splendid publication will continue to lose pres- 
tige.

Is Hirohito a Threat?

Japanese eagerly offer expensive tributes to emperor but are 
reluctant to pay taxes, editorial points out in asking whether it was 
wise to preserve the imperial institution; Chinese doubt Hirohito’s 
love of peace, and that new constitution changed his people.

Despite American efforts to reduce the 
importance of the imperial institution in 
Japan, an institution so long employed by 
evil men for evil purposes, it appears that 
Emperor Hirohito is becoming an even 
greater symbol of Japanese nationalism 
than he used to be. 

Our correspondent, Allen Raymond, ob- 
serves that “Japanese emperor worship is 
like a stout tree that 
bends before a west- 
ern breeze but does 
not break.” Hiro- 
hito has received 
wild ovations on 
postwar visits he has 
made to every prov- 
ince on the island of 
Honshu. Enormous 
public and private 
contributions have 
been made to pay for 
his trips. Emperor Hirohito 

The generosity of the Japanese in this 
connection is in marked contrast to their 
reluctance and, in many cases, their refusal 
to pay taxes to support the democratic ma- 
chinery provided by their new constitution. 

The triumphal tours of the emperor, as 
well as other events in Japan, create ques- 
tions about some of the policies the United 
States has followed in that country and 
indicate that Americans have not been free 
of wishful thinking. 


After the American victory over Japan, 
it was agreeable to believe that Hirohito 
could be used to maintain order in Japan 
(a proposal for which there were strong 
arguments) and that he could be rewarded 
for his services by being allowed to retain 
his throne (a proposal of much less merit 
than the idea of using him), 

A lot of disagreeable * most annoying 
problems for the occupation authorities 
would have been created by a decision to 
employ the services of the emperor tempo- 
rarily and then to upset his throne. It 
may turn out, however, that this difficult 
procedure would have been wise, 

Chinese Government authorities, who 
have strong reason to fear Japan, have no 
enthusiasm whatever for Hirohito oy for 
the imperial institution, 

The Nanking Central Daily Newa re- 
ported that China's proposed peace terms 
for Japan would include provision for care- 
ful scrutiny of Hirohito’s degree of re- 
sponsibility for the Pacific war. The news- 
paper indicated that China might raise 
questions at the peace table about both the 
title of the emperor and his power. 


The Chinese are not convinced that Hiro- 
hito is merely a charming gentleman who 
loves peace, and they do not suffer from 
the illusion that the character of the Japa- 
nese people has been changed by a shiny, 
new constitution, 


Overcoming Doubt in the Missouri Valley

Folks up here on the high end of the 
Missouri valley—Montana, Wyoming and 
the Dakotas—have long eyed with suspicion 
the people in the more populous states of 
the lower valley, when it comes to any plan 
for development of the entire Missouri 
river basin. 

Navigation explains the fishy eye with 
which we look to the southeast, 

“They want more water so they can send 
bigger and bigger boats up the river to 
Kansas City, Omaha and Sioux City,” 
Westerners believe, and with reason, 

“If they take the water, and they have 
more votes than we do, so probably can, 
there won't be much left for irrigation up 
here, and new power projects. And much 
of our“ development depends on more ir- 
rigatlon and power,” Westerners know. 

Westermers are also aware that money 
spent for navigation on the Missouri river 
will far exceed any savings in transporta- 
tion costs, 

In other. words, they figure they are 
being sold down the river by a few people 
who have convinced many in the lower val- 
ley that a 9-foot channel will bring them 
great savings and new prosperity. 

Hence, they have not had too much con- 
fidence in any over-all program for devel- 
opment of the entire Missouri river valley, 
whether it be Pick-Sloan or MVA. 

So a recnt event in the lower Missouri 


valley is extremely significant. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch has come 
out editorially against any further develop- 
ment of the lower Missouri valley for navi- 
gation. It is against the proposed nine- 
foot channel, and makes no bones about 
saying 380. 

Costs of constructing and maintaining 
such a channel would far exceed the sav- 
ings in transportation rates, the paper 
points out, and water needed for a nine-foot 
channel would deprive the upper Missouri 
valley of further irrigation developments. 

This stand by the Post-Dispatch is par- 
ticularly important. 

There probably is no more influential 
paper in the Missouri valley, 

It has taken a stand against a local 
project in the area it serves, because it 
feels such action is in the best interests of 
the entire Missouri valley. 

People everywhere respect the St. Louis 
paper for its courage and vision. The 
stand it has taken will probably convert 
many others along the Missouri, if it con- 
tinues to oppose the nine-foot channel. 

It is probable, too, that in the months 
ahead it will dispel much suspicion directed 
by upper valley folks toward the vote- 
potent lower Missouri. 

This action may well speed action on 
development of the entire Missouri river 
valley—action that is vital to its growth,

This disunity is only magnified 
by the differing virtues of the two stories. 
The French story offers fascinating and 
delicate problems of motivation and char- 
acterization, as well as the color and ex- 
citement of revolutionary intrigue. The 
American story, true in the same sense 
that Mark Twain is true, though somewhat 
more sophisticated, is constan on, but 
never quite over, the verge of lesque. 
Only by the most capricious fate could two 
such stories ever have touched. 

Yet that is all irrelevant and unimpor- 
tant. What is important is the varied hu- 
mor, the subtle wisdom, the deep under- 
standing, the catholic sympathy and the 
poetic sensitivity of H. L. Davis. These 
diverse stories are joined together not be- 
cause they are causally related but because 
the author needed them both to round out 
his picture of human nature. They are a 
cross-section lineally arranged. 

This is one of the few author-dominated 
novels of recent years, and a solidly atis 
fying relief from the costume pieces that 
have been passing for historical novels the 


past 15 years.

pretty 23-year-old Rheta Gardner 
Wynekoop, wife of Dr. Wyne- 
koop’s son, Harle, then 27, on Nov, 
21, 1933. 

Rheta, daughter of B, H. Gard- 
ner, Indianapolig flour merchant, 
was found dead on an operating 
table in the basement surgery of 
the old Wynekoop mansion in Chi- 
cago, her heart: penetrated by a 
bullet which police said entered 
her body through the back, 

Dr. Wynekoop declared she was 
innocent and repudiated from 
the witness stand a statement of 
guilt she said was wrung from 
her by police through trickery. 
The prosecution contended the 
killing was planned to collect 
double indemnity on a $10,000 in- 
surance policy Dr. Wynekoop had 
secured for Rheta a short time 
before the girl’s death. 

After a mistrial had been de- 
clared because of the defendant's 
serious heart ailment, and a sec- 
ond trial hampered by her frailty, 
she entered prison March 29, 1934 
at the age of 64, not expecting to 
live out her term.

| WASHINGTON, Dec, 29 (AP)— 
Federal ownership of 45 corpora- 
tions “controlling some 30 billion 
dollars” came under fire by a con- 
gressional committee yesterday as 
an “alarming expansion of the 
powers of government vitally af- 


fecting private business.” 
Chairman Ploeser (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, of the House Committee on 
Small Business said in a commit- 
tee report to Congress: 
“The enormous concentration of 
financial power in the hands of 
government, exemplified by these 
48 government-owned corpora- 
tions, represents an unprecedented 
and ‘little scrutinized growth of 
governmental! activities.” 
Terming the problem “urgent,” 
the report said that government 
operations “directly or indirectly 
compete with similar activities of 
private business.” 
As a beginning, the House com- 
mittee reported it has dug into 
“governmental privileges” enjoyed 
by co-operatives—which have tax 
exemptions—and has amassed “a 
great deal of data” on operations 
of the Farm Credit Administra- 
tion, the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, Federal Home Loan Cor- 
poration and the Federal Housing 
Administration. 
The committee said its investi- 
gations since April 1 cover the 
whole “broad field of government 
competition with private business” 
and financial aid to business, 
In most cases, the committee's 
recommendations for corrective 
‘faction by Congress were held in 
abeyance pending the conclusion 
of the various inquiries. 
The report said there had been 
complaints by independent tire 
dealers against alleged monopolies 
and “secret discount practices” of | 
large tire distributors in connec- 
tion with their retail outlets. 
Chairman Ploeser said in the 
report that “the present difficul- 
ties. in the tire industry are in 
large part due to the failure of the 
[Government effectively to enforce 
the existing anti-trust laws.” 
The committee said its decision 
on recommending the strengthen- 
ing of the anti-trust laws to pro- 
tect the “little man” will rest on 
the outcome of efforts to improve 
the position of the small tire deal- 
ers under existing laws.

He conducted a survey which 
uncovered the striking information that lots of 
men go to work and lots of children go to 
school between the hours of 8 and 9 a.m. and 
they must be counted out in subsequent listening 
even though the radio stays on.

Notes on Switzerland 


By .Eleanor Roosevelt 


‘ HYDE PARK. 


HE farms of Switzerland were 
T of great interest to me. A farm 

of 90 acres is considered very 
large. The average is much sma)i- 
er, However, because they cannot 
use machinery as successfully as 
we do, they need a great many 
farm-hands. 

And they have the same trouble 
that we have— young and able men 
go from the country areas to the 
city, There they learn to be me- 
chanics or watchmakers, so they 
don’t return to the farm, where 
the pay is much lower. The result 
is that the Swiss are bringing in 
farm laborers from Italy. Italy is 
clamoring to have them sent back, 
but the Swiss are loath to let them 


o. 

: Because of the drouth last sum- 
mer, they have had to kill many of 
their cattle, so meat is plentiful 
but milk is rationed. Hence, they 
are importing milk, and a consid- 
erable amount of canned and dried 
milk comes from America. 

x * 

I HAD the opportunity of seeing 
a number of farmhouses during a 
drive through the countryside be- 
tween Berne and Geneva. As on 
our New England farms, the house 
is part of the barn and is usually 
at the most protected end. The 
roof goes up to a peak, with eaves 
overhanging the main part of the 
building, so that snow will slide 
couldn’t help wondering 
whether the interior wasn't ex- 
tremely dark, for there seemed to 
be windows only in the front and 
the back—never on the side. I 
suppose this is a precaution 
against the cold winter winds. 

The vinefards interested me very 
much. They are planted on the 
sides of hills, with stone walls 


built here and there to hold the 
soil and keep it from being washed 
away by rains. Those stone walls 
must represent years of work, and 
the way in which they are kept up 
Was a marvel to me. You hardly 
ever see à place in need of repair. 

A shopworker in Switzerland 
can make from 800 to 1000 francs 
monthly, which is equivalent to 
$200 to $250. Since rents are con- 
trolled and food is less expensive 
than it is here, a thrifty housewife 
—and all Swiss housewives are 
thrifty—does very well on that 
amount of money.

THE UNIONS are strong and, on 
the whole, have succeeded in get- 
ting good contracts. I was told 
in Geneva that most contracts al- 
low for a paid vacation of two to 
three weeks a year, as well as ar- 
rangements for military service. 
The workers have sick benefits 
and a family allowance—which is 
a certain amount given weekly for 
every child in a family. This 
makes a considerable difference in 
the whole standard of living. 

Old-age assistance is also given 
and, though the Swiss have noth- 
ing which corresponds to our so- 
cial security, their various laws 
are practically equivalent. No one 
need be hungry or cold, either be- 
cause he is old or sick or unem- 
ployed, and no child who needs 
9 is neglected.

promising to come back some day 
and really go into the subject of 
Bangs’ Disease, we went out to see 
Stuart Persell, who we found 
burning some leaves in, the yard 
of his new farm home. 

“Well, it’s like this,” said Per- 
sell, “you got to do everything in 
such a hurry nowadays, and with 
tractors you can do it a lot faster. 
Like everything else, seems like 
farm work has speeded up too. 
Say, for instance, the rain sets you 
back. You can take your tractors 
and put in. extra hours and make 
up the lost time.

60 HEN, too, the horses can't 
stand the hot weather like 
a tractor can, and you can 
do more in a half day with a 
tractor than you can with horses, 
In fact, you can plow all night, 
if you want to. I had a cousin 
who got behind on account of the 
weather and he and three hired 
men plowed three days and nights 
without stopping. You can’t do 
that with horses. 
Not only that,” he continued, 
“but if you're farming two or 
maybe three places that's quite a 
Ways apart, if you got a high 
Speed tractor you can get from 
one*to the other quicker. 
Persell's oldest son, Bill, is also 


farmer. Bill is 22 and averse to 


horses, “Won't use em at all, if 
he can get out of it,” says Per- 
sell, Bill can harness a horse if 
he hag to, but Persell doubts if 
his 15-year-old son, Pete, could do 
it. “Pete just don’t want to fool 
with horses,” says his father. “He 
likes to run those tractors. In 
fact, you can’t hardly kick him 
off those tractors.” 

“I still got a couple horses, if 
you'd Tike to see them,” Persell 
said with the air of a collector 
about to display a couple of muz- 
zle-loading guns. We walked 
around to the barn, “Most of the 
horses are going for soap and 
hides,” he mused as we walked 
along. “These two I’ve got are 


percherons. I use them sometimes 
in the winter when the mud’s bad. 
And of course there’s one thing 
about a horse. If you want to get 
through a gate without letting 
everything that’s penned up get 
out, you can open the gate, send 
the horse and wagon on through, 
close it, and get back on the 
wagon, You can’t do that with a 
tractor.” 


From the recesses of the barn 
he led forth a handsome pair of 
black percherons. They blinked 
as. though unaccustomed to the 
daylight. “I had a pair of mules 
until right recently,” Persell said. 


“Only kept them because I'd 
raised them and was kind of at- 


tached to them. Never used them, 
but wouldn't sell them either. 
Harse-buyer who knew I had em 
came around one day, and while 
he was there they tried to jump 
a gate and broke it to pieces. 
That did it. I said, ‘You came 
just at the right time.’ He only 
paid me $25 for the two of them. 

“As for these horses, I guess 
I'll keep them around for a while. 
Some farmers are keeping one 
team around, just to have horses, 
I guess.” 

Stuart Yocum, who lives on the 
other side of Jerseyville, is a vet- 
eran who farms 200 acres and 
hasn’t a horse on the place. He 
and his brother, who has a farm 
down the road a piece, have a 
team of mules between them 
which they use now and then for 
odd jobs.

66 HERE'S not many farms 
where you'll even find a 
team of horses anymore,” 

said Yocum, “at least not around 

here. In fact, there's darn few 
horses left in the county. There’s 
no demand for them. They'll eat 
up more than they’re worth for 
what work you get out of them.” 

Yocum was calmly confident 
that in time the horse, as a work 
animal, would be unknown around 
a farm. “You'd be surprised,” he 
said, “how many farm hands 
come along even now who don't 
know how to harness a horse.” 

Mr. Elmer Gilworth, the man 
who buys the horses, is frankly 
worried. Mr. Gilworth is a gray- 
haired man with an eagle eye and 
a horse trader from way back.

It’s just a matter of 
going out and ‘taking them off 
the farmers’ hands. 

“They all want to get rid of 
their horses,” Mr. Gilworth told 
us, “and how long it can con- 
tinue, I don't know.” He shifted 
his hat across his head. “Until 
they’re all gone, I reckon,” he 
said. “I said a year ago that it 
looked like they were gettin’ pret- 
ty well thinned out, but they keep 
coming.” 

Those who do keep horsés now- 
adays, said Mr. Gilworth, don't 
want more than one team. “Most 
o them don’t even want a team. 
I’m kind of afraid they’re going 
to overdo this thing. You can't 
tell when the gasoline might be 
cut off.” 

The farmers, said Mr. Gilworth, 
don't even haggle about the price. 
It takes all the fun out of his 
work. All the farmers seem to 
want to do is get rid of the horses. 
The money doesn’t seem im- 
portant. It amazes and saddens 
Mr. Gilworth to reflect that a

any better price than a horse 
which is skinny, worn out and 
blind. 

“They all wind up at the same 
place,” says Mr. Gilworth. “The 
killer. Tankage, hidea, dog food, 
fertilizer. There's no demand for 
them as horses. Just so much meat 
and hide on the hoof.” 

On top of that, says Mr. Gil- 
worth, even the killers are over- 
stocked and they've told him not 
to bring in any more horses until 
the first of the year. The owners 
don’t want them, the killers don’t 
want them, nobody wants them. 

“Funny,” says Mr Gilworth, 
“when you think back that no 
farm had less than a dozen or 14 
horses on the place, and they got 
the best of care.
